J. H. Taylor ,in charge of the 
U. S. Navy finger print bureau, took 
the stand this morning to say that the 
prints were not mad© by 
the same 
person. 
Willie Stevens on 
trial 
with 
his 
brother, Henry, and Mrs. Frances 
Hall, is charged with the murder of 
Mrs. Eleanor Mills, slain with the 
Rev. Mr. Hall, husband of Mrs. Hall 
and brother-in-law o'f the defendant. 
The navy expert took the witness 
stand after a photographer had testi­ 
fied that he made 
enlarged 
photo­ 
graphs of the prints on the calling 
card and of the left index finger of 
the defendant. State’s fingerprint ex­ 
perts testified during the presentation 
of the prosecution’s 
case 
that 
the 
prints on the card are that of Willie 
Stevens. 
Taylor took the stand for examina­ 
tion by Special Prosecutor Simpson as 
to his qualifications as an expert with 
an improvised easel bearing greatly 
enlarged photographs of the ginger- 
prints. 
The witness was asked if he had 
examined the two ngerprints and re­ 
plied in the affirmative.
